B. and a proper Influence it had upon the 
Lives of thoſe primitive Profeſſors of Chriſtianity. 
That holy Ordinance was duly adminiſtred, con- 
ſtantly celebrated, and highly reverenced and 
eſteemed. But how are things alter'd! And 
what a Change do we behold! The Doctrine of 
the Sacrament is corrupted in moſt Countries; 
and where 'tis preach'd in its Primitive Purity 
and Simplicity, tis yet disbelieved and rejected 
as erroneons! How ſmall a Proportion does Eng- 
land bear to the reſt of the Weſtern Churches! And 
vet in Hugland only, I. will venture to ſay, is 
the Dodtiine of the Eucharift preach'd p“ and 
uncorrupt . Papiſts, Lutherans, and Calvmiſts, 
make 'up the mam Body öf "Chriftiatis "abroad. 
The Doctrine of Tranſubſtantiation maintained by 
the Papiſts; that of the Local Preſence of Chriſt's 
Natural Body contended for by the Lutherans :; 
the Notion of eating Chriſt's:g/orified Body ad- 
vanced by Calvin; are no ſmall and inconſider- 
able Errors; but repugnant to common Senſc, 
and contrariant to the Scriptures, and the Judg- 
ment of the Catholic Church. Calvins Scheme | 
know has been much improved; and perhaps 
there are now no Calviniſts of the Antient Stamp. 
But Errors, © conſiderable Errors, {till there arc.

Indeed the Church of England cannot be 
charged with the Opinions I have cenſured ; nor

The main defect of the Members of the Church 
of England is, that they ſeem to have diſcarded, 
or at leaſt not to underſtand, the Notion of a Ma 


terial Sacrifice ; though it is very certain that at 
the Reſtauration our Liturgy was altered in Or - 


der to countenance, if not plainly to aſſert this 
ctrine, viz. That the Euchariſt is a true and

ivines, from the Reformation down to the pre- 
ſent Age, have plainly declared on this Side the 
Queſtion. And I cannot but obſerve here how 
very partial and unfair the Adverfaries of this 


Doctrine are: The lateſt and beſt Writer * a- 


gainſt this Doctrine has paſſed over the beſt and 


ſtrongeſt Arguments that are brought to prove 


the Pucharift to be a Material Sacrifice : I mean 
the Determinations of General Councils: The 


Ancient Liturgies; and the expreſs Words f 
Jeſus Chriſt, and his Holy Apoſtles. I fay no- 
thing of unfair Quotations from, and Repreſen- = 


tations of the Fathers.

The true meaning and Import of the Words 
of the Apoſtle, For by one Offering he hath per- 
fected far ever them that are ſanctified. When 
J haye ſettled this Point, I ſhall proceed to con- 
ſider the Nature of the Chriſtian Covenant. And 
then I ſhall cloſe all with exhorting you to per- 
form the Conditions of this Covenant. 
Hirſt, then I am to enquire into the true 
Meaning and Import of thoſe Words of the 
Apoſtle; For by one Offering He hath perfected 
for ever them that are ſanctified. ©

In Order to this I ſhall premiſe the following 9 
Truths, which I ſuppoſe are indiſputable. Firſt 
then I obſerve that all Men are by Nature in a 
State of Sin and Damnation ; from which State no L 
Service nor Sufferings of our own could ever free | ; 
us: Conſequently Mankind are by Nature under il 
an utter Diſability of performing any Service that IM 
is in any Degree acceptable to the Almighty, or 
that can induce him to be at all favourable or 
propitious to them. 

Jobſerve, Secondly, that, under the ewiſh 
Diſpenſation, the Sacrifice appointed for the 
removing of this Diſability could makean Atone- 
ment but for One Tear. Under that Diſpenſa- 
tion there was a Remembrance made of Sin every 
Tear; becauſe it was not poſſible that the Blood 
of Bulls or of Goats ſhould for ever take away 
Sm. And the Day on which this Remembrance 
of Sin was made was called the Day of Expia- 
tion, 4 

That by oi in this Context is meant the Diſa- 
bility J have mentioned, and not any Moral Tranſ- 
greſſion, is very evident : Becauſe elſe it will 
follow that, under the Jewiſh Difpenſation, a full 

and plenary Remiſſion of Sin could not be ob- 
tained. But this will very hardly be affirmed. 

We may proceed to obſerve that, in this Con- 
text, the Apoſtle is proving the Excellency of 
the Chriſtian above that of the Jewiſh Diſpenſa- 
tion : And this he. does by ſhewing that the 
One Offering of Jeſus Chrif did That W ever

which the Jewiſh Kitrillock could effect but for 
one Tear. Conſequently the Offering here meant

The Effects of Chriſt's Death are various ; and 
*tis certainly true that the Offering made by 
ſeſus Chriſt was a full, perfect, and ſufficient 
Sacrifice, Oblation, and Satisfaction for the Sins 
oc the Whole World. But here the Apoſtle con- 
ders it not with that View, but as oppoſed to 
the Ges offered by the High Prieſt on the 
Day of Expiation; and therefore, as I ſaid, can 
only mean a 22 ive or Initiatory Sacrifice. 
When this Offering was made, at the Inſtitu- 
tion of the Euchariſt, or upon the Croſs, is diſ- 
puted by Modern Divines. T ſhall ipeak ſome- 
ching upon this Point, becauſe it is of great Im- 
Portance ; For if this Offering was made at the 
Inſtitution of the Euchariſt, then it will be cer- 
tam that the ft Eucharilt was a true and pro- 
per Sacrifice; and if the firſt, then all ſucceeding 
Ones muſt be ſo likewiſe.

And therefore 
I ſhould rather prefer the following Tranſlation,

this Tranſlation, and the Deſign of the Apoſtle 
ſeems to require it. 

Hitherto then we have walked upon firm 
Ground. Let us now proceed to the 10th Verſe, 
which in our Tranſlation runs thus: By the 
which Mill we are ſanttified, through the offering 
of the Body of Jeſus Chriſt once for allt. 

Here I muſt obſerve in the firſt Place, that the 
Sanctification here ſpoken of is plainly oppoſed 
to that Sanctification which was conferred on the 
Jewiſh Prieſts on the Day of Expiation; and con- 
tequently it muſt be _— to the Apoſtles, 
and muſt mean their Conſecration to their Prieſt- 
ly Office.

The Particle 
I mean is, oi, who; and which, when properl 
placed will make this Text admirable Senſe, and 
dllear it of all Difficulties : It will then be rational 
and comfortable Doctrine; and will be a full 
Proof of what we are now contending for.

That I ſhould be the Miniſter of Jeſus Chriſt tb 
the Gentiles, miniſtring the Goſpel of God, that 
the Offering up of the Gentiles might be accept- 
able, being ſanctiſied hy the Holy Ghoſt. I can- 
not think this a good Tranſlation ; for the Words, 
miniſtring the Goſpel of God, come not up to 
the Original, lEpypysrTa T9 evayytoy T-0ss, The 
Word, 1p2pyurTea, which is tranſlated miniſ- 
tring, properly denotes the Buſineſs and Office of 
a Prieſt, and ſignifies to celebrate or fer Holy 
Things. The Words, offering up of the Gentiles, 
is not much amiſs, fave that they are not fo. 
clear as, the Offering, or Sacrifice, (5 Tpospopz) 
of the Gentiles. V 7 
Let this Text then be rightly tranſlated: That 
I fbould be the Miniſter of Feſus Chriſt to the 
Gentiles, efering Holy Things, (or, performing 
the Office of a Prieſt) according to the Goſpel of 
God, that the offering, or Sacrifice, of the Gen- 
tiles might be W we * anctified, or con- 
eerateff, by the Holy Ghoſt.

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Now before Chriſtianity appeared, it was the 
peculiar Office of a Prieſt to offer Sacrifice. And 
why then St. Paul ſhould uſe this Word, if ac- 
cording to the Goſpel of God no Material Sacti- 
ice was to be offered, I am perſuaded cannot be 
accounted for. If we have no Material Sacrifice, 
this Word ſeems to me to lead us into an un- 
avoidable Error. But far be it from us thus 
fooliſhly to charge God, the Giyer of Speech, and 
Author of all Language. 

And here I cannot but obſerve that this Text 
eſtabliſhes another very material Dectrine, viz. 
That the Euchariſt is conſecrated by the Holy 
Ghoſt ; for the Participle rache agrees with 
the Subſtantive nposFope ; and ſo tis here expreſs- 
ly ſaid that the Hering of the Gentiles is [anctified, 
or conſecrated by the Holy Ghoſt. And *till ſome 
other Sacrifice than the .

This indeed may ſeem to be a needleſs Labour ;

Practice, we muſt conclude, that the Nature of 


the Chriſtian Covenant is but little underſtood. 
Tis hard indeed, that after theſe glad Tidings of 
great Joy have been proclaimed above 1700 


Years, we ſhould be obliged to feed you with 


Milk, and not with ſtrong Meat: That we ſhould 


not be able to leave the Principals of the Doc- 
trine of Chrift, and go on to Perfection; but 


muſt be laying again the Foundation of Repent- 


ance from dead Works; and of Faith towards 
God, of the Doctrine of Baptiſms and of laying 
hold on of Hands, andof ReſurreCtiori of the dead, 
and of eternal Judgment! Sure Iam that no Man 


can abſent from the holy Altar who knows the 


Nature of the Chriſtian Sacrifice; and the Terms 
bn which God has agreed to accept him. And 


ſurely in a Buſineſs ſo momentous and important 
we cannot any longer be negligent and remils. 
Now that we may have a clear Conception of this 

Matter, I ſhall begin with our ſtate of Innocence, 

and proceed gradually to our tate of Grace.

fice; and theſe Bicſlings are actually applied to 
us in and by Baptiſm : And the Liberty which 
baptized Perſons have to addreſs God can never 
be forfeited but by a total Apoſtacy ; for the 
Charterof Pardon upon Repentance was ſealed at 


and by the Death of Chriſt : And he now liveth 
to make Interceſſion for us. All the Benefits of 


his Death are applied to us in and by the Eu- 
chariſt: The Pardon of our Sins is ſealed ; Grace 
to help in Time of Need is afforded ; and our 
Union with Chriſt's glorified Body is rengthened 


and confirmed. Every Time we receive we may 


grow better and ſtronger; till at laſt we arc 


thought meet, through his Merits, to be admitted 


into Tis heavenly Kingdom, and become Mem- 


bers of his Church triumphant. 


I have obſerved that all Sin, whether original, 
or actual, is waſhed away by Baptiſm. But then 
we muft obſerye farther, that the Corruption ot 


our Nature ftill remains; and ſo we are ftill 


hoble to tranigreſs; and every actual Tante 
ion

ſion will be imputed to us; and we muſt lay un- 
der that Imputation; and be ſubject to thoſe 
Puniſhments due to Sin; till we are reconciled ; 
which cannot be done but upon Goſpel Terms, 
but by ſuch Means, and in ſuch a Way, as God 
hath appointed and marked out in the Gel. 
The truly Penitent Sinner, (and none but He,) has 
a Right to Pardon: But if by Repentarice is meant 


only an hearty ſorrow for Sin, and a ſteadfaſt Re- 


ſolutior to lead a more holy Life, without actually 
receiving the bleſſed Sacrament, I dare pronounce 
that ſuch Repentance will not reconcile us to our 
offended God. I here make Exceptions for Per- 
ſons invincibly Ignorant, and deſtitute of Oppor- 
tunity. But thoſe that are bleſſed with Capacity 
and Opportunity muſt have Sacraments, muſt re- 


Teive. 


I know this will found harſh; and be reckoned 
an hard ſay ing. But I deſire it may be conſidered, 
that as we cannot be ſaved but upon Goſpel Terms, 
ſo the Goſpel is called a Covenaxt: And what No- 


tion have we ofa Covenant but this, viz. that it is 


a ſolemn Stipulation and Agreement between two 
Parties, ratified and confirmed by ſome external 
Ceremony? Now if a Covenant be broken by one 
of the Parties ſo ſtipulating and contracting, the 
other Party is no longer bound to obſerve the 
Conditions agreed upon; and therefore the Co- 
venant is of no more uſe for the Time being than 
if it never had been made; and muſt continue to 
be ſo uſeleſs till tis ſolemly renewed by the Uſe 

of ſome external and federal Rite or Ceremony. 


If this Notion of entering into Covenant, and 
| Tenewing a Coyenant broken, be, az I preſume it 
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is, rightly founded, the Aſſertion I have made 
will no longer be condemned as harſh : For what 
other federal Rites have we, but Baptiſm and 
the Lord's Supper? | 9 


la a Word: Though the Price of our Re- 


demption was teudred in the Euchariſt, and ac- 


tually paid upon the Croſs, yet the Benefits of 
Chriſt's Death were not, could not then be ac- 


tuallh applied to Individuals : Yet it is agreed on 


all Hands that octually applied they muſt be, or we 
cannot be ſaved. Now the Queſtion is, how, or by 
what Means are theſe Benefits to beapplied to us? 
Applied we know they are by Baptiſm, and by 

the Euchariſt : But that Faith, Prayer, or Re- 


pemance, abſtractedly conſidered, or apart from 


the Euchariſt, will do this, is more than I will 
dare to ſay, and is what I preſume can never be 
proyed. Theſe indeed are excellent, yea, they 
are indiſpenſible 2yalifications ; but they do not 


amount to Applications. Through the Merits 


of Chriſt they quahfy us for the Divine Favour 
and Mercy, they put us in a Condition of Ac- 
_ Ceptance ; but tis one Thing to be qualified for 

any Favour, to be in a Condition of receiving it; 


and tis another Thing to have that Favour ac- 


rally applied, and be in full Pelſe ſſion of it: ꝙ And 
What Faith, Prayer, and Repentance qualify us tor, 
chey cannot actually apply Aan actual Application 
of the Benefits of Chriſt's Paſſion is to be expected 
only in Baptiſm,and the Lord's Supper. And this, 
Ttake it, is what our Church means when ſhe de- 
 clares, that theſe two Sacraments are Generally ne- 
ceffary to Salvation. _ Neither 


t may be worth every Chriſlian's while to conſider, ms

of conſtantly celebrating the Chriſtian Sacrifice.

Neither can you think it hard that this is made 
the indiſpenſible Condition of your Salvation. If 


ſomething impoſſible, or extreamly difficult to be 


performed was required, you might indeed have 
ſome Reaſon to complain: But the Duty we re- 
commend is eaſy, pleaſant, and delightful; and 
ſuch mighty Advantages attend the due Perfor- 
mance ot it, as that every wiſe Man would make 
it his Choicè to perform it, though it was not 


ſtrictly enjoyned. 


Now that I may not appear ſingular in what I 
have advanced, I will give you the Judgment of 
the Fathers, which cannot but be of great 
Weight in this particular. Speaking then of the 
Neceſſity of conſtantly receiving the Euchariſt, 
they ſay, Except ye eat the Fleſh of the Son of 
Man, and drink his Blood, ye have no Life iu 


you. Whether the VIth of St. Fohn ought to be 


primarily and directly interpreted of Sacrament al 
Eating, is not now the Queſtion : It will equally 
anſwer our preſent Purpoſe, if the Fathers apply 
that Context to the Euchariſt; and that they do 
ſo apply it is inconteſtible, and out of all Manner 
of doubt. * And it is no ſmall Comfort that I 
have thoſe venerable Sages with me. Their Judg- 


this Pardon is always proportionable to his Repentance: Whether 
his Repentance is ever quite fincere I leave him to determine. 
Now if he cannot be perfect at once, but mult arrive at Perfec- 
tion Gradually : how dare he ſuffer Death to approach him con- 
tinually, while he advances not one Step in the Way to Perfection! 
While then Death approaches us, let us approach PerfeCtion. 
Upon this Head conſult Biſhop Taylor's worthy Communicant.

Commentators, Let my Soul be with theirs, 
One Conſideration more I ſhall beg to leave 
with you. If the Euchariſt be a true ond roper 
Sacrifice, then it is certain that God will {till be 
worſhiped by Sacrifice. Now under the Jewiſh 
Diſpenſation no Service, we know, was accepted 
that was unaccompanied with Sacrifice. 

Chriſtian Inſtitutions ſucceeded in the Room of 
Jewiſh; And, becauſe our Sacrifice is more noble 
and excellent than theirs, muſt it therefore be /eſs 
Me oy offered * No ſurely ! The more exce- 
ent the Sacrifice, the more acceptable mult it be 
to God; and the more acceptable it is, as often 
at leaſt it ought certainly to be offered, 

In a Word : As from the Time of Abel to the 
coming of the Ma ſſial, God was conſtantly wor- 
ſhiped, ſupplicated, and appeaſed by Sacrifice ; 
ſo, if a Mzterial Sacrifice was inſtituted by the 
Mzfiah, there can, I preſume, be no good Rea- 
ſon given why he did not intend it for the ſtand- 
ing and conſtant Worſhip of His Church. And 
whatever may be thought of it at preſent, I am 
certain it was ar to be ſo in the Hiſt and 
pureſt Ages of Chriſtianity.

But if Love can at all perſuade, if Gratitude 
has any Power, you muſt be good, you muſt de- 


light in Virtue: For to us in the ſtrongeſt man- 
ner theſe Motives may be urged : And he whom 
theſe Motives fait to influence muſt be ſomething F 


leſs than Man.

| ſerving,” but upon this Day, more particularly 
challenging our devout Reflections. A Subject, 
which, though it cannot but raiſe in us ſorrowful 
Reflections, is yet full of Comfort and Delight! 
It is good for us to be here! to admire the Wiſ- 
dom, and lay hold of the Benefits of that humble 
and myſterious Diſpenſation, God manifeit in the 
Fleſh, dying upon the Croſs, to deſtroy the Works 
of the Devil. „ Net 
The Generality of Mankind are naturally 

fond of Power, and cagerly purſue whatever pro- 
miſes Magnificence and Glory; Proſperity is 
their darling Delight, but Adverſity they cannot 
bear. But now he that filled all Things, that inha- 

bited the higheſt Heavens, was pleated to ſubmit 

himſelfto the moſt abject State; was bornofa Vrigin 
of low Condition; took up his Reſidence in an Inn; 
and was laid with Beaſts in a Manger, When he 
arrived at Man's Eſtate, and begun to publiſh 
the glad Tidings of great Joy, he met not with 
a ſuitable Reception ; but was ridiculed and de- 
ſpiſed ; He came unto his own, and his own te- 
cerved him not! He often wanted the common 
Neceſſaries of Life ; was expoſed to Hunger and 
Thirſt, to Cold and Naiedneſs, and hadnot where 
to lay his Head. Theſe, with innumerable other 
hardſhips, he ſuffered for the ſpace of thirty Years 
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Hut theſe were comparatively Light and Tri- 
vial; they were only the Beginning of Sorrows. 
For, view him in the Garden, proſtrate on the 


Ground. He now begins to feel the Weight and 


- - Burthen of our Sins. Grievous no doubt was that 
Burden, and the Torments which it produced as 
inconceivable as they are incxpreſſible. Now 


were the Powers of Hell let looſe upon him: 
And ſo great was the Agony which he felt, that 
he wetted the Ground with Drops of bloody 
Sweat ! His Manhood fainted; and his Soul was 
exceeding ſorrowful, even unto Death! But view 
the Cup full of God's fiery Indignation in his 


Hand; and ſee with what Reſolution he takes 
down the Draught! Father if it be poſſible, let 
this Cup pals from me! Nevertheleſs, not 


Will, but hine be done! O Death, he will be 


hy Death ! O Grave, he will bethy Deſtruction! 


No ſooner was he recovered from this Diſorder, 
than one of his own Diſciples meets him, and be- 
trays him with a Kiſs ! The Band of Soldiers ſeize 
him; and he is bound with Cords as a Malefac- 
Attend him to the High Prieſt's Pa- 
lace. He is here deſerted by his Friends; denied 


thrice by the moſt zealous of his Apoſtles; deli- 


vered into the Hands of a moſt unrighteous Judge: 
Falſe Witneſſes roſe up againſt him, they laid to 
his Charge things that he knew not. By the 
Judge he is ſcoffed at and derided! Buffeted and 
Spit upon by the Common Soldiers! From hence 
he is conveyed to Tilate; from Filate he is ſent 


| to Herod; from Herod back again to Pate. By 


erod he is deſpiſed ; by Pate ſcourged, and at 
aſt condemned ! Sentence bcing pals'd, he is 
5 treated

treated more ſcornfully ſtill than ever! They 
plant a Crown of Thorns upon his Head; array 
Him in a purple Robe; and in a ludricious man- 
ner falute him, Hail King of the Jews! 
If all this is inſufficient to affect you, behold 
him led forth to be cracified. Behold him bearing 
his own Croſs, and ſinking under the Load that 
is laid upon him. View him afterwards extended 
on the Crofs! Behold his, Head declining on his 
facred Boſom ! View the. Blood trickling from 
his Hands, his Feet, his Side! Hark! What 
_ Groans he utters ! Hark + How pathetically, in 
the Agony of his Soul, he calls upon his Father, 
Methinks the Words are ftill ſounding in my 
Ears, my God, my God, why haſt thou for- 
faken me! And having faid this he yielded up 
the Ghoſt. Well therefore might he fay, was 
ever Sorrow like unto my Sorrow. And ſurely 
the Return we ought to make, is, was ever Love 
like unto his Love. 
Ho utterly incredible now is it, that the Bleſ- 
fings purchaſed by theſe Sufferings ſhould be re- 
fuſed with Diſdain! Or that the end of that 
Death ſhould be fruſtrated by thoſe very Per- 
fons, upon whoſe Account only it became neceſ- 
fary, and for whole ſole Advantage it was deſign- 
ed ! Such an Inſtance of Ingratitude this, as muſt 
ſhock, not only the ſober and thinking Part of 
Mankind, but all that are not utterly abandoned, 
and deſperately reſolved to be for ever miſerable, 
Flow can we crucify the Son of God afreſh, and 
put him to an open Shame: . 
Let us then be careful that we be not charged 
with this greateſt of all Crimes. But let us al- 
ebe. | ways 
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ways remember, that the beſt Way of expreſſing 


our Gratitude, is to practiſe God's Commands. 


If ye love me, ſays our Saviour, keep my Com- 


mandments. The Words of a dying Friend are 


wont to make ſtrong Impreſſions upon our Minds: 


Hear then our Saviour, when he reſigned himſelf 
to Death, leaving this laſt and dear command, 


Do this in Remembrance of Me! And how then 
can we be faid to be grateful to our Redeemer, 
when this /aſt Command is not complied with and 


- obſerved! 


Once there was a Time when the Chriſtian Sa- 
crifice was daily offered throughout the World; 
and the Fathers of that Age thought the Prac- 
tice necęſſary. But how dreadfully are Chriſtian 
Principles changed! Once Men ſought to be ad- 
mitted with ſfrong Crying and Tears: But now 


they cannot be perſuaded to receive ! The Altar 


of our Lord is now deſerted, as nou ſome # 
deadly thing was to be thence diſpenſed ! Though 
we are aſſured that God accepts the Repreſenta- | 


tive Sacrifice as though it was the Perſonal Sa- 


crifice, and conſiders it as ſuch : Though we know 
that the Holy Ghoſt deſcends upon the Elements, 
and makes them, in Divine Conſtruction, in To- 
wer aud Hffect, the Body and Blood of Chriſt- 


Though we know that by eating that Body and 


drinking that Blood the Pardon of our Sins is 
ſealed ; freſh Supplies of Grace are afforded ; and 


our Union with Chriſt ſtrengthened and confirm- 


ed: Yet we can refuſe to offer! We can ſhun the . 
Preſence of the Divine Spirit! Refuſe to receive 
Pardon, and all other Benefits of this tremendous 
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But is this to behave like Men, who like us 
have been redeemed! Is this the Inſtance we give 


of our Gratitude to God! Is this the Concern we 


take ſor the Salvation of our Immortal Souls! 
For ſhame repent, forſake your Sins, amend your 
Lives, conſider your latter End! Remember that 
you are bought with a Price! Bchave like Men 
that. have been thus redeemed ! 

If therefore you have any Love for your Re- 
deemer : If you have any Concern for his Honour: 
If you can be at all affected with he that did 
and ſuffered for your Sakes: If you have any Re- 


gard for your dear Country: Or if you are at all 
anxious about the Salvation of your Souls: Think 


on theſe Things. By theſe Motives I conjure 
Par do this in Remembrance of your dying 

ord and Maſter ! Come boldly unto the Throne 
of Grace, that ye may find Mercy, and Grace to

= ſhall cloſe withlall the Words of St. Chryſoſtom, 
which deſerve to bẽ wrote in Characters of Gold: 
To receive raſbly, ſays he, is dangerous, but 70 
abſtam is Death and Famine.

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11 E Doctrine preached in this Sermon has ſome 
Time ſince been cenſured as Popi/h ; and, as I 
know not whether this Vulgar Prejudice be removed, 
I have judged it proper to proteſt that I abominate and 
abhor the Sacrifice of the Maſs, and think it horridly 
impious and prophane. And having faid this I will de- 
lare what our Notion of the Chriſtian Sacrifice is. 
When we place the Bread and-H#1ne upon the Altar, 
(which. is done immediately before the Prayer for the 
Church Militant,) we ſolemnly offer them to Almighty 
God. And this we believe our Church countenances 
by directing us to beſeech God to accept our Alms and 
Oblations. Here the Bread and Wine remain; and we 
proceed from that Prayer to ſerious Exhortation, Con- 
feſſions, Abſolution, Comfortable Declarations, and 
folemn Praiſes, and Prayers. Then comes on the 
Prayer for Conſecration. Now when we con/ecrate the 
Elements, we offer them up to Almighty God as the 
' Repreſentatives of Chriſt's Body and Blood; we believe 
that the Holy Ghoſt deſcends upon them, and makes 
them, in Divine Conſtruction, the Natural Body and 
Blood of Chriſt; and we believe that this Sacrifice is 
propitiatory, and expiatory, in Virtue of the grand da- 
crifice upon the Croſs, So that we are far enough from 
Popery; we do not repeat, but we repreſent. We con- 
ceive that our Church tolerates us to pray for the lapſe. } 
or Deſcent of the Holy Ghoji upon the Elements, when 
ſhe directs us to ſay, Hear us, O merciful Father, ve. 
* moſt humbly beſeech thee, aud grant that we receiving 715 4 
| thy | 
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thy Creatures of Bread and Wine, according to thy Son 
our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt Holy Inſtitution, may be Par. 
takers of his moſt bleſſed Body and Blood. The Words 
of Inſtitution are inſerted in this Prayer ; conſequently 
they are directed to God, and therefore the Elements, 
conſecrated by „ #9 thoſe Words, are then actually 
offered to Almighty God. And I ſuppoſe the AR of 
blation is continued during the Adminiſtration, and 


the following Prayer. Antiently the Euchariſt was 


conſecrated by the Words of Inſtitution, by Oblation, 
and by Invocation. Our Church, as I believe, uſes the 


ſame Means of Conſecration, only not in the ſame Order. 


Thus our Sacrifice is offered by Prayer, and con- 
ſumed by Manducalion. And we offer it for theſe Ends, 
viz. for the acknowledging God's Goodneſs, and other 
his Divine Attributes, and for procuring Divine Bleſ- 
ſings, eſpecially Remiſſion of Sins. And here I ſhall 
obſerve once for all, that the Euchariſt is Beneficial to 
thoſe only who receive it wortbily, or with due and pro- 
per Qualifications. £2 I: 

The moſt material Objections againſt our Sacrifice are 
theſe ; firſt it is objected that it cannot be a proper 
Sacrifice becauſe God has 0 Part, it goes entirely to 
the uſe of Man. But an Anſwer is eaſy: I ſuppoſe 


God has an indiſputable Right to order how a Sacrifice 


ſhall be conſumed, Whether He will have a Part, or 
whether it ſhall go wholly to uſe of Man, I ſuppoſe he 


zs at Liberty to determine. This proves indeed that 
_ there never was ſuch a Sacrifice before, but that it is 


not a Sacrifice it cannot prove; unleſs it can be ſhewn 
that God is obliged to command ſuch Kites only as are 
deſcribed by Moſes. If it could be ſhewn that any par- 
ticular Way of conſuming a Sacrifice, was «/ential to 
a Sacrifice, and that our's wants that Rite, this indeed 
would be doing ſomething. But *till this can be made 
appear, it does not ſeem decent to affirm that That is not 
aproper Sacrifice which is declared to be ſo by the Fathers 
of the Church, whoſe Judgment ſeems to be have been 
Hs — | . founded 
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founded upon the Scriptures. This Argument ſuppoſes 

that which can never be proved, and therefore the Con- 
cluſion drawn can never be eſteemed valid. It is farther 
objected that though it ſhould be allowed that Chrif 


ſacrificed in the Euchariſt, yet it will not follow that 


our Euchariſts are true and proper Sacrifices. Becauſe 
ſuch a Sacrifice is His Sacrifice, not ours; offered for | 
us, and not by us. Chriſt is not the Matter or Subjeff | 
of our Sacrifices, but the Mediator of them: We offer Þ} 
not Him, but we offer, what we do offer, by Him. 
If theſe Obſervations had been levelled againſt the 
Sacrifice of the Maſs, I ſhould have thought nothin 
could have been ſaid in Anſwer: But 1 cannot think 
they at all affect the Sacrifice of the Primitive Church. 
Theſe Obſervations are founded upon the Rationale of 
the thing; and when urged againſt us either beg the 
Queſtion, or prove nothing We certainly could have 
had no Right to offer this Sacrifice, if Chriſt had not 
commiſſioned us ſo to do. Now theſe Obſervations ſup- 
poſe that Chriſt neither has, nor could commiſſion us ſo 
to do; for, if he either has or might have done fo, then 
it is certain that ſuch a Sacrifice may be our Sacrifice. 
So that here is that /uppoſed which ſhould have been 
proved. Mr. Johnſon has proved, from the very Words 
Inſtitution, that Chriſt did commiſſion, yea and command 
his Apoſtles to offer Bread and Wine to God as the Re- 
preſentatives of this Body and Blood. If the learned Dr. 
Haterland could have ſaid any thing againſt theſe Obſer. 
vations of Mr. Jobnſon's, that had bore the Appearance 
of an Anſwer, His Concern for the reformed, ftrittly ſo 
called, would not have ſuffered him to have been altoge- 
ther ſilent. But if nothing can be objected to theſe Ar- 
guments, what Force is there in the Doctor's Diſtinc-

Now it appears ſtrange to me that when 
Dr. Vaterland was endeavouring to confute this learned 
Writer, he ſhould confine himſelf to the Writings of 
the Fathers, and not conſider one ſingle: Text of 
Scripture, as explained by Mr. Jobnſon! It muſt be 
owned indeed that the Dr. has here made Mr. Fohnſon 
ſome amends. He had repeated tale Objections which 
Mr. Johnſon himſelf had anſwered, without taking No- 
tice of thoſe Anſwers ; but at laſt he leaves him in f#!! 
Poſſeſſion of his Scripture Proofs ; and muſt therefore 
be thought to have oppoſed him to very little Purpoſe : 
Nay, I am perſuaded that the Doctor has given up the 
very Point he had been diſputing againſt ; for he owns 
at laſt, that, in the Euchariſt, Chriſt's Sacrifice is repre- 
ſented before God by Way of Remembrance, or Commem- 
_ oration. How can Chriſt's Sacrifice be repreſented before 
Cad but by: the Symbols of Bread and Wine ? They 
were certainly appointed for this Purpoſe. / And if we 
fay that the Bread and Mine repreſent Chriſt's Sagrifice 
| Before God, what is this but ſaying that we ofey the 
Bread and Wine to God as a Repreſentative Sacrifice ? 
For my own Part I can ſee no Difference; I hope 
therefore that our Adverſaries will no longer boaſt of 
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
